SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Joan 
Lundberg Hitchcock says she had an 
affair with John F. Kennedy over a 
three-year period, but broke off the 
relationship before he became presi­ 
dent because “there didn’t seem to be 
much future in it.” 
Mrs. Hitchcock, 42, said her liaisons 
with Kennedy occurred infrequently 
“whenever he was in the area.” 
She added that she had no illusions 
about being the only “other woman" in 
Kennedy’s life. “He was a very busy 
fellow,” she said. 
In interviews with the San Francisco 
Examiner and The Associated Press, 
she described Kennedy as “a won­ 
derful guy and lot of fun.” Mrs. Hit­ 
chcock, who worked in Sen. Barry 
G oldw ater’s 
1964 
Republican 
presidential campaign and recently 
ran unsuccessfully for a seat on the 
Board of Supervisors here, said they 
always talked politics. 
Mrs. Hitchcock, married four tim es, 
said her four children know about the 
affair and “think it’s fine to the kids 
he’s just another one of my lovers — 
only he’s got some prestige in the 
fam ily.” 
“They were great shiny days,” she 
said. “He was a m an’s man and a 
ladies’ man and I don’t think any of the 
publicity will damage his memory. My 
attitude about our relationship was 
that if it wasn’t me it would be 
somebody else.” 


Another woman, Judith Campbell 
Exner, said at a recent news con­ 
ference in that said she led a “close 
personal” relationship with Kennedy 
while he was in the White House. 


Mrs. Hitchcock said she met Ken­ 
nedy at a “saloon” in Santa Monica 
when he was a senator. “He was sitting 
next to the juke box and and I came 
over to play a song and we started 
talking,” she said. 


She said their relationship lasted 
three years. “Everyone knows that if 
you go with a gentleman that long 
you’re not just shaking hands,” she 
added. 
Mrs. Hitchcock said Kennedy was 
“no different than anybody else when 
they have a love affair going.” She 
said he gave her presents, some of 
which she said she still has, but was 
“not a big spender.” 
She said Kennedy spoke often of his 
wife, Jackie, and always in a way that 
indicated “he 
respected her very 
much.” She said Kennedy often asked 
her if she thought Jackie had lovers. 
Mrs. H itchcock said she alw ays 
responded, “No chance.” 
She said Mrs. Kennedy “knew a lot 
more than people thought she did and 
she went along because she was a 
great lady.” 
Kennedy, said Mrs. Hitchcock, “was 
very interested in how a person looked 
and went for very definite types. 
Usually, the women looked like the 
Kennedys. He liked to think he could 
determine a woman’s intelligence by 
looking at her eyebrow structure and 
the way her eyes were spaced. He was 
very positive about the kind of women 
he liked.” 
For a while, Mrs. Hitchcock said, 
she was accepted as part of the family 
by actor Peter I^awford and his wife, 
Patricia, who was Kennedy’s sister. 
But when the relationship became 
obvious “I was no longer allowed in the 
house.” 
Mrs. Hitchcock appeared hurt by the 
remarks of Kennedy intimates Ken­ 
neth P. O’Donnell and David Powers, 
who called lies stories about Ken­ 
nedy’s sex life. 
“ I knew Dave and Kenny,” she said, 
claiming that when she bought their 
book, “Johnny, We Hardly Knew Ye,” 
they autographed it, ‘To Joan — who 
remembers the golden days of JFK .”

Columbia, the state’s largest sup­ 
plier of natural gas, recently pur­ 
chased $36.2 million in emergency fuel 
from southeastern dealers in a move to 
avert sharp curtailments to industiral 
and commercial users. 
The new gas cost the utility about 11 2 
tim es as much as regular supplies, 
Ferguson said. 
Columbia first announced industrial 
and

customers 
would 
have to pick up the tab for the 
emergency suppplies, Ferguson said.

Mom, Boyfriend 
Held In Slayings 


NEW YORK (AP) 
A 20-year-old 
mother who reported her two children 
missing in the Christmas Eve crush of 
a store’s toy department was charged 
early today with their murder after the 
little boy and girl were found mutilated 
and burned in a garbage-strewn lot, 
police said. 
Also charged with two counts of 
murder was the mother’s boyfriend, 
Alfred 
Forte, 
30. 
an 
unemployed 
automobile mechanic. 
The naked and charred bodies of 2- 
year-old Rodell Mackall and his 4- 
year-old h alf-sister. Candy Cun­ 
ningham, wore recovered at 7 p m 
Friday night from the knee-high weeds 
and rubble of a recently demolished 
slum tenement in East Harlem. 
An autopsy was scheduled for today. 
Police theorized that the children 
were killed at Forte’s apartment in the 
borough of Queens a day or two before 
their mother, IX'bra Mackall, reported 
them missing. The alleged killers then 
took the bodies to the vacant lot, 
doused them with a flammable liquid 
and burned them, they said. 
Police said they had found some of 
the children's clothing 
in 
Forte’s 
apartment. 
Police booked Mrs. Mackall and 
Forte at a police station in Queens. 
With their heads bowed and shoulders 
hunched 
to 
hide 
from 
anxious 
photographers, they listened to the 
desk officer read the charges. 
Mrs. Mackall and Forte had gone to 
a police station Wednesday night to 
report the children lost. She said she 
had taken the children with her while 
she did some last-minute Christmas 


shopping at a department store in 
Queens, about 5 miles east of where the 
bodies were found. 
She said she wanted to pick out some 
surprises for Candy and Rodell so she 
left them alone for about IO minutes, 
but they were gone when she returned 
Police said the boy and girl had dif­ 
ferent fathers. 
(’apt. Martin Walsh, chief of the 
Queens station where Mrs. Mackall 
made the 
initial 
missing 
persons 
report, said. 
"We searched every 
location that came to mind.... We 
questioned store personnel at the store 
and at the precinct. We doubted after 
intensive around the clock questioning 
that the children were ever in (the 
store). 
Edwin Dreher, the assistant police 
chief in charge of Queens detectives, 
said none of Mrs. Mackall's neighbors 
in the East Elmhurst section of Queens 
recalled seeing the children since 
Monday, 
nor 
did 
anyone 
at 
the 
department store remember them. 
“They were dead Christmas E ve,” 
he told a news conference. 
In response to questions, he said 
neighbors had reported instances of 
the mother abusing the children and 
that she had appeared in Family Court 
to answer complauits of neglecting 
them. 
Dreher said Mrs. Mackall and Forte 
had agreed to take lie detector tests 
Friday but did not do so Officials said 
the pair “made statements" just prior 
to taking the tests, but Dreher would 
not say what they said 
“ We’d blow the case if we told you 
that,” he said.

The national highway death toll 
continued to rise as the Christmas 
holiday weekend continued today. 
By 5 a.m. today, 203 persons had 
been reported dead in automobile 
accidents.

during the four day weekend that 
began at 6 p.m. Wednesday. The 
holiday traffic period ends at midnight 
Sunday. 


According to the investigation by 
Sheriff’s Deputy James Fife, Herron 
was eastbound on Tarlton Road when 
he lost control of the auto on the icy 
roadway.

Union is stepping up efforts to produce 
lethal germ s in aparent violation of a 
United Nations agreement against bio­ 
logical w arfare, colum nist

Citing “top intelligence sources," 
Alderson said a 
Washington-based 
Soviet 
diplom at 
specializing 
in 
medical matters has attempted to ob­ 
tain “suspicious information” from at 
least three U.S. government scientists. 
The 
Anderson 
account 
said 
Dr. 
V yacheslav F. Stepanov, m edical 
counselor at the Soviet Embassy, 
learned of an American symposium on 
so-called genetic engineering and later 
“began courting some of the U.S. 
scientists who had attended. 
“His efforts to elicit information that 
could help the Soviets advance their 
germ warfare research were obvious. 
Some of the Americans, therefore, 
spoke to the security office of the Na­ 
tional Institutes of Health. Tile FBI 
was notified.” 
The columnist quoted intelligence 
sources as saying Stepanov was 
suspected of being an operative for the 
KGB, the Soviet secret police. 
Advanced cellular genetics in­ 
formation such as that discussed at the 
symposium is considered crucial to 
developing more potent genii warfare 
weapons, to breed new mutant strains 
of bacteria and viruses against which 
people have no physiological defenses. 
Anderson said Stepanov conceded 
“that he had spoken to U.S. scientists 
and that the information he sought 
could be used for both ‘positive and 
negative’ purposes. But he insisted his 
interest was purely positive.’” 
Under a U.N. convention, both the 
United States and the Soviet Union 
have pledged to destroy their stocks of 
biological weapons. 
C o n g r e ssio n a l 
i n v e s t i g a t o r s 
disclosed in September that the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency was still 
retaining lethal toxins. But Anderson 
said the CIA now has complied with a 
presidential order to destroy the tox­ 
ins.

Profitable?

Agriculture 
Is there a profit in producing oats? 
For some fanners —yes, for others— 
no. Several factors must be considered 
before reaching a decision to produce 
oats, says Walter Jones of the Ohio 
Seed Improvement Association. Oats 
fit into some farm enterprises and are 
considered a desirable crop. 
First, your investment in labor and 
machinery to produce a crop of oats is 
low, he says. Also, the planting and 
harvesting periods of oats do not 
conflict with peak planting and har­ 
vesting of other crops such as com and 
soybeans. This distributes and more 
efficiently uses your labor and 
equipment. 
With today’s varieties, yields above 
IOO bushels per acre are common. At 
this level, there are dollars to work 
with, Jones says. A second m arketable 
portion of this crop is the straw. In 
some areas, good straw is in demand 
and brings a good price, he says. 
Crop rotation is often desirable. It 
may be the practical way to break a 
disease cycle or prevent the build up of 
disease potential. And, the opportunity 
is there to have a legume catch crop to 
plow down. 
These are some of the pluses for you 
to consider in deciding if oats fit into 
your operation. You’ll need to consult 
your county Extention agent, who is 
closer to your situation, for additional 
details. 
Varieties that offer the best yields 
are Clintland 60, Otee, Clintford, Noble 
and Dal. Clintland 60 is medium early, 
medium short with stiff straw . Even 
though it has been around for awhile, it 
is still capable of IOO bushels and 
better yield per acre. Two excellent 
v arieties m aturing about 4 days 
earlier than Clintland 60 are Otee and 
Clintford. Otee is slightly taller than 
Clintford and stands well. A new 
variety that m atures about a day 
earlier than Clintland 60 is NOBILE. It 
has an excellent yield record, Jones 
says. And, about 4 days later than 
Clintland 60 is DAL, which is also good 
for forage. 
The seed supply situation looks good, 
Jones says, with plenty of stock, in­ 
cluding certified seed. 


AAicronutrients 
A re Necessary

Agriculture 
In all, there are sixteen elements 
known to be essential for plant growth. 
It is impossible to say that one is more 
important than another, because plant 
growth would be greatly reduced or 
stopped if any of them is missing. 
P lan ts require relatively large 
amounts of some elements, while very 
small amounts of others are required. 
Some elements are obtained from air 
and water, others have to be supplied 
through commercial fertilizer, and 
still others are available in most soils 
for maximum yields. 
A soil test can determine how much 
N, P, and K are needed. These are 
referred to as the “big three,” and are 
seldom present in the soil in quantity to 
produce top yields. 
There are a number of co-called 
micronutrients, those needed in small 
amounts, which are generally con­ 
sidered to be available in quantities in 
most soils for profitable yields. If there 
is doubt about these, then soil tests are 
available from 
Tho Ohio State 


U niversity 
Soil 
Test 
Lab 
for 
manganese, boron and zinc, as well as 
for calcium and magnesium. If there is 
still doubt about some of the other 
elements, then a plant analysis sample 
can be taken during the growing 
season to determine the level of 
fourteen elements in the plant itself. 


At this time, there is no indication of 
widespread micronutrient deficiency 
in Pickaway County; however, with 
yield levels increasing each year, 
more attention will need to be given to 
elements other than the “ big three.” 


Tools are available to determine if 
and when farm ers will need to start 
applying m icronutrients. However, 
just because there is no general 
shortage 
of 
micronutrients 
is 
no 
assurance that all levels are adequate 
on all fields. Farm ers should be 
checking micronutrients occasionally 
through soil and plant samples to be 
sure. By the time you can see a 
deficiency, then it has already begun 
to cost you money. I jet’s find them 
before they become apparent to the 
eye.

Once you add up 
the cost of a $2 pattern, an 85-cent 
zipper, thread, fabric and trim , truly 
low-income families are better off 
shopping for ready-to-wear in their 
local discount stores. It makes sense to 
spend $75 to sew a $300 riding outfit. 
Don Hardy claims the example used in 
the firm ’s display cost $62. “ You could 
make it for less, but why put all that 
work into junk fabric?” he asks. A lot 
of this sort of sewing is taking place in 
middle and higher-income suburbs — 
the very 
places where 
riding is 
growing by leaps and bounds.”

By 1977, this figure will increase from 
25-30 per cent.

Reasons for home sewing — 
1. leisure time used for creative 
purposes and resulting satisfaction 
gained by a sense of accomplishment, 
“in thing to do” 
2. lack of selection on the m arket 
3. poor workmanship in store-bought 
clothes 
Average home sewer doesn’t sew for 
necessity but to stretch family income 
— rapid increase in cost of food and 
housing — home sewing lets additional 
dollars go to these areas as well as 
others. 
Average home sewer is 30 years old, 
has 2 children. 
60-70 per cent saving in home sewing 
over store-bought clothes.

Retirem ent 
Plan A v a ila b le 
For Farm ers

A new provision in the federal in­ 
come tax law effective in 1975, allows 
individuals to set up their own tax- 
sheltered retirem ent plans, says John 
E. Moore, Extension economist, farm 
m anagem ent, 
The 
Ohio 
State 
University. 
This permits an employee or self­ 
employed person to set aside each year 
in an Individual Retirement Account 
up to 15 per cent of his earnings or 
$1,500, whichever is the lesser, and 
deduct it on his income tax return. 
However, to be able to participate one 
cannot be an active participant in the 
self-employed (Keogh) plan or in a 
governm ent 
pension 
plan 
(for 
government employes). 
Funds going into the plan must be 
held in a trust or custodian account 
with 
a 
bank, 
savings 
and 
loan 
association, or credit union; used to 
purchase an individual retirem ent 
annuity or 
retirement 
endowment 
contract; or invested in qualified 
retirem ent bonds. Contributions to the 
plan must be made by the end of your 
tax year to be eligible for tax deduc­ 
tion, Moore points out. 
One may also draw up his own 
retirem ent plans using a combination 
of the various funding m ethods. 
However, services of an attorney in 
drawing up the plan would be required 
and a bank would have to be the 
trustee. Request for approval of the 
plan would also have to be made using 
Form 4574. 
Regardless of how the retirem ent 
plan is set up and funded, the in­ 
dividual cannot receive any money 
from the fund until he is 59la years old 
or older, the economist says.

Cases of the more common, less 
virulent C alifornia strain of the 
disease numbered 32 last summer, 
records show. Christensen said that 
was about or even below normal.

NEW YORK — Maharishi Mahesh 
Yogi, the guru who has brought a 
revised, simplified Yoga technique 
called Transcendental Meditation to 
Western society, holds an idealistic 
belief.

— then the crime rates will fall in that 
area and militarism will die.

death. 
Are these predictions, by good and 
intelligent men, valid? 
“Gladly would the prophet prophesy 
pleasant things. But his duty is to tell 
what he sees. He sees a world still 
firmly controlled by soldiers, patriots, 
usurers and financial adventurers; a 
world surrendered to suspicion and 
hatred, losing what is left of its private 


liberties very rapidly — blundering 
toward bitter class conflicts, ana 
preparing for new wars . . 
The “prophet” who made this ob­ 
servation was none other that H. G. 
Wells. He wrote these thoughts in 1931, 
in a prediction titled, “What Will This 
World Be like Fifty Years from 
Now?” (in other words, in 1981). 
Wells, of course, was one of history’s 
great 
geniuses 
at 
fantasy 
and 
prophecy. What he foresaw in this one, 
short fictional essay is something to 
think about as a new year approaches: 
“ Our 
presidents, 
potentates, 
statesmen, kings of finance, and so 
forth” should get together in order to 
set up a “dictatorship of prosperity” 
for the whole world. Instead, “they 
just fumble along . . . 
“The bands play and we ‘troop the 
colors.’ The party men twaddle about 
debts and 
security. 
They 
cant 
patriotism. They love their countries 
so mat they would rather see them 
starve than let them cooperate with 
nasty foreigners. They do their best to 
reassure the world — that this skim­ 
ped, anxious, dangerous life we lead is 
the best that can be done for us. 
“These 
rulers and leaders and 
statesmen of ours get in front of the 
cameras at every possible opportunity 
to put their fatuous on record, while

NEW YORK (AP) — The property- 
liability insurance industry is one 
beset by a complex of problems whose 
negative effects almost certainly in­ 
clude higher rates for automobile and 
homeowners in 1976. 
Rates for this type of insurance, 
often referred to as fire-casualty in­ 
surance, and which includes various 
coverages for theft, glass breakage, 
crops, workmen’s compensation and 
many other risks, rose 22.5 per cent 
last year. 
Nobody can say with certainty what 
the increases will average this year, 
because insurers are regulated at the 
state rather than federal level, 
requiring many individual decisions. 
Ifs a good bet the increases will be 
double-digit. 
The industry at the moment is in the 
midst of a campaign to convince 
regulatory officials and the public of 
the necessity for substantially higher 
prices. In prompting its efforts, it 
doesn’t mind telling how bad things 
are. 
An independent insurance rating and 
research organization, A. M. Best Co., 
estimates that underwriting losses this 
year might approach $4 billion, 
following losses in 1974 of $2.4 billion. 
Unless corrected, say independent 
analysts of the industry, losses of this 
size pose the possibility of large-scale 
insolvencies. And, since insurance 
firms are multibillion investors in 
stocks, their plight could also be the 
stock market’s problem. 
The industry is ill-suited to per­ 
forming in an economy of chronic 


inflation. Twenty-nine insurers failed 
in the first ll months of 1975, according 
to the Insurance Information Institute, 
which speaks for the industry. 
Some independent analysts are 
inclined to attribute the problems in 
part to poor management. 
The industry suffered from un­ 
derwriting losses in other years, the 
critics say, but all but ignored them 
because of profits in the stock market. 
Insurers themselves, permitted rates 
structures to lag, the critics maintain. 
When the industry managed to make 
substantial underwriting profits in 1971 
and 1972, it is alleged, the industry ten­ 
ded to relax its underwriting standards 
and even engaged in what some call 
cutthroat competition. 
Then the stock market deserted 
them. The industry lost billions of 
dollars in the market decline over the 
past few years. While it has made up 
some of the losses, its continued un­ 
derwriting losses have diminished the 
unpact. 
Reflecting the declining state of 
affairs, Best has substantially lowered 
the ratings of many companies, in­ 
cluding some of the industry leaders. 
Not everyone is convinced that the 
problems cannot be overcome, and 
perhaps quickly. Some stock market 
analysts see some light ahead. 
N evertheless, a good deal 
of 
evidence suggests that here is an in­ 
dustry in need fu n dam en tal changes 
involving public attitudes, regulation 
and management, in order for it to 
adjust to the economic and social risks 
of modern society.

Death, the Ultimate Creditor, and 
Collapse, the Financial Stabilizer, add 
up their inexorable accounts.” 
The British writer foresaw only a 
slim possibility that a “wave of 
sanity” might miraculously save us 
from our own stupidity — and from the 
collective egoism of world leaders. 
“There is no inevitability in the 
approaching catastrophe,” he mused. 
“But I confess I see no signs whatever 
of any awakening as might save us, 
though who can tell what may be 
happening among the young — among 
the intelligent and willful, outside 
one’s range. 
"A few thousand resolute spirits, the 
tithe of the misdirected heroism that 
went to waste in the Great Wars, a few 
hundred million dollars for a world 
campaign for the new order, might 
still turn the destinies of mankind 
round toward a new life for our race. 
Everyone alive might then be a citizen 
of the whole world. There is no need 
why any human being should be under 
— clad or ill-clad, badly housed or 
sickly. The whole world could be run as 
one concern, and yield a universal 
well-being.” 
Should enough people raise up “to 
put an end to the foolery of militarism 
forever,” Wells predicted, then the 
renascence would 
bring “that wide 
fine life which is within reach of 
mankind . . . (which) is there for the 
taking. 
“But mankind,” he concluded sadly, 
“is not taking it. The curtain is falling. 
The last thing we human beings will 
produce is concerted effort. Only 
under the spur of greed or panic do we 
produce that. So when presently the 
rifles are put into our hands again, we 
shall kill. The whips will be behind us, 
and the ‘enemy’ in front. The old 
history will go on because we had not 
the vigor to accept the new.” 
Wells died in 1946 — too early to see 
whether a generation of “intelligent 
and willful young” might “still turn 
the destines of mankind around.” But 
he was, quite appropriately, skeptical 
that the idealists would be clever 
enough to turn over the ancient order 
of priorities on earth. 
As we blunder toward bitter class 
conflicts and prepare for new wars, as 
he saw it, our will to resist the egos of 
our leaders is not sufficient. . . 
“We are not being beaten in an 
honorable struggle,” he wrote. “We 
are loitering and rotting down to 
disaster.” 
His words are a challenge.

Dr. Klaus Klemm, of Frankfurt, 
Germany, has developed a method by 
which he soaks plastic beads with 
antibiotics and implants them in the 
diseased area. 
The antibiotics are “fed” over a long 
period of time, by means of the beads, 
to attack the bacteria causing the 
infection. 
In addition, the beads themselves 


The early detection of an aneurysm 
very often determines survival. An 
aneurysm is a widening, or a bulge, of 
an artery due to some weakness of its 
inner wall. 


The bubble, when undetected, may 
rupture and threaten life. 
A number of techniques have been 
devised to study the aorta, the largest 
artery in the body. One of these is 
known as “aortography.” With special 
dyes and X-ray, this large vessel can 
be seen in its entirety. 


Now, a group of scientists at the 
Medical College of Virginia are using 
ultra-sound in order to locate an 
aneurysm, if it is present. 
Dr. Michael C. Beachley, Professor 
of Radiology, believes that these 
ultrasonic vibrations are a

technique for the early detection of 
aneurysms. 
Soviet Supersonic Jetliner 
Starts Service A Day Late 


The heaviest year for Christmas 
cards in the history of the Circleville 
post office was observed, according to 
Post Master George Foreman. No less 
than 50,000 Christmas greeting were 
handled in a week-long period.

Moscow Radio reported the plane 
made the 2,050-mile flight in 119 
minutes, averaging more than 1,000 
miles an hour, and flew at an altitude 
of 57,000 feet. 
Although Soviet officials say the 
TU 144 won’t start flying passengers 
until the second half of 1976, a few 
Soviet journalists made the flight 
today. Western journalists were not 
allowed to go. 
The SST is to make two flights a 
week to Alma Ata. There has been no 
indication when foreign service will 
start, but officials said that meanwhile 
experts will study the effects of the 
plane on the environment, a key factor 
in the negotiation of future flight 
agreements with foreign governments. 
Officials said the Moscow'Alma Ata 
route was chosen for the first flights 
because it is over sparsely populated 
territory. 
The inaugural flight was scheduled 
for Christmas Day, but the newspaper 
Trud reported it was postponed 
because of thick ice on the runway at 
Alma Ata. 
The

jetliner, the British-French Concorde, 
is scheduled to begin regular service 
on Jan. 21 between Paris and Rio de 
Janeiro and between London and Bah­ 
rain. The Concordes will carry 
passengers as well as mail and freight.

M ao Tse-Tung 
Becomes 82; 
Still The Boss 


TOKYO (AP) — Mao Tsetung is 82 
today and still the dominant figure in 
China despite his age. 
As usual, the official Chinese 
newspapers, radio stations and news 
agency made no mention of the 
birthday in accordance with Mao’s 
wish that it be ignored. 
Mao is now the senior party chair­ 
man of the Communist world, having 
headed the Chinese party since 1935. 
He has been the head man in China for 
26 years, since the Communist victory 
in 1949. That is the longest .hold on 
power of all of the world’s leaders 
except President Tito of Yugoslavia. 
Despite his advanced age, Mao has 
met with 16 foreign dignitaries in 1975, 
more than in 1974. The increase ap­ 
parently was due to the ill health of 
Premier Chou En-lai, who has spent 
much of 1975 in a hospital with heart 
trouble and has seen no foreigners 
since September. 
Among Mao’s visitors this year were 
President Ford, Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger, who saw him 
twice, and West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt. 
Ford said he found Mao much 
stronger physically than he expected. 
Vice Premier Li Hsien-nien told a 
Japanese visitor in September that the 
chairman was in good health and that 
a recent detailed medical examination 
revealed nothing wrong with him. 
Because of Chou’s illness, First Vice 
Prem ier Teng Hsiaoping is now 
considered the man most likely to 
succeed Mao. A recent report from 
Washington said that Mao made clear 
to Ford during their meeting that his 
successor would be Teng, who is 71 and 
is acting premier. 
Although Mao’s activities have been 
greatly restricted because of his ad­ 
vanced age, he is still the chief ar­ 
chitect of Chinese policy andthe 
initiator of campaigns to maintain 
revolutionary fervor such as the Great 
Cultural Revolution of 1966-69.

Anderson, league’s best passer for the 
second straight year. His primary 
receivers are Isaac Curtis and running 
back Boobie Clark 
Not that the Raiders are exactly 
slouches in the aerial departm ent Ken 
Stabler directs the Oakland offense 
and has top-notch targets in Cliff 
Branch and Fred Biletnikoff 
Stabler, too, takes a basic viewpoint 
into the game. “We’ve got to get some 
long drives going and keep the ball 
away from Anderson and his bunch.” 
The game is the fourth and final 
first-round game of the weekend. In 
Sunday’s earlier game, Dallas, the 
National Conference w ildcard team, 
is at Minnesota, champion of the 
Central Division.

Officials of both countries, however, 
for the time being regard Welch’s 
m urder as an isolated incident not 
likely to upset the process of rebuilding 
relations. As a precaution, topranking 
diplomats in the U.S. Embassy are 
receiving special police protection. 
A Greek government official said 
Welch, gunned down by three masked 
men as he returned from a Christmas 
party Tuesday night, appeared to have 
been “a very special target ... his 
killers apparently knew him, were 
aw are of his movements.” 
Welch, officially described as a U.S. 
Embassy official, has been identified 
in the Greek press and by sources in 
Washington as the Athens station chief 
of the CIA. 
A friend of Mrs. Welch said the 
couple felt secure in Greece compared 
with Peru, Welch’s previous assign­ 
ment.

security precautions because he felt 
safe here in comparison to I/din 
America,” the friend said. 
Only recently had relations between 
Washington and Athens begun to thaw 
from the freeze of 1974. Americans at 
that time were subjected to insults and 
abuse from Greeks who accused the 
United States of having propped up the 
1967-74 Greek dictatorship and of 
backing Turkey in the Cyprus dispute. 
The civilian government that took 
over from the military in 1974 ordered 
a cutback in 
American television 
programs and movies. Joint cultural 
events were halted, because Greeks 
refused to participate and Americans 
feared th eir artw orks would be 
damaged.

Go Skiing 
For Votes 


VAIL, Colo. (AP) — President Ford 
may go skiing in New Hampshire as 
part of a campaign trip for the 
R epublican presidential prim ary 
there, White I louse Press Secretary 
Roil Nessen says. 
Nessen said Ford had chatted about 
the trip with aides Christmas night. 
The press secretary said the skiing 
would not be to seek votes — “ It would 
be for enjoyment.” 


W hatever the announced purpose, it 
certainly would be a campaign event. 
It also might undo any lingering hard 
feeings about Nessen’s joking com­ 
ment this fall that Ford doesn’t take 
his ski vacations in New Hampshire 
because the trails there often are icy. 
The President now is nearing the end 
of a skiing vacation at Vail. 
Ford will make one or two campaign 
trips apiece to New Hampshire and to 
Florida, which will render early ver­ 
dicts on his Republican contest with 
Ronald Reagan, a Ford spokesman 
said Friday. 


Reagan plans to begin 
fulltime 
campaigning on Jan. 5. Ile will com­ 
mute between New Hampshire, which 
holds its prim ary Feb. 24; Florida, 
which holds its primary March 9; and 
North Carolina, which votes March 23. 
In addition, Reagan will be cam ­ 
paigning for the March 16 Illinois 
prim ary. 


Nessen said Ford will put the em ­ 
phasis on his incumbency during this 
period and will stay close to the White 
House. 
Reagan looms as a 
formidable 
challenger in both New Hampshire and 
Florida. Howard IL Callaway, Ford’s 
cam paign 
m anager, 
calls them 
Reagan’s best states but has forecast a 
Ford victory iii each of them. 
Ford has said he will enter all 30 
presidential prim aries next year, but 
w ill not be campaigning in each of the 
states.
